Two  question  mark  hoop 
squads  will  get  some  idea  of  how 
they’ll  fare  in  Skyline  action 
this  season  when  BYU  meets 
Montana  at  Missoula  Saturday 
Eight. 

EXCEPT  FOR  Utah  and  Utah 
State  the  league  is  still  much 
of  a mystery  to  most  observers. 
Brigham  Young  finds  itself  in 
the  throes  of  the  worst  season 
in  many  a snowfall  and  Montana 
has  been  less  than  consistent  this 
Winter. 

BYU  has  an  overall  3-8  season 
mark,  while  the  Grizzlies  claim 
a 3-5  record.  Two  of  the  three 
Cougar  conquests  have  been  on 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse  floor  and 
the  Cats  have  been  able  to  regis- 
ter only  a victory  over  Florida 
away  from  the  Provo  hardwoods. 

LIKEWISE  THE  Silvertips 
have  done  much  better  at  home, 
winning  all  their  games  in  Mis- 
soula and  losing  all  five  on  the 
road. 

The  game  will  be  the  first 
Skyline  tilt  for  BYU,  but  Coach 
Frosty  Cox’s  team  opened  - up 
Monday  with  a loss  to  Utah. 

Neither  squad  boasts  excep- 
tional height  and  the  game 
should  be  even  as  far  as  re- 


bounding strength  is  concerned. 

COUGAR  opponents  are  av- 
eraging a healthy  78.2  points 
per  game  at  the  end  of  the  prac- 
tice season  and  this  defensive 
weakness  seems  to  be  a major 
factor  in  the  lack  of  success  in 
early  season  contests. 

The  Cat  defensive  deficiency 
is  not  helped  in  the  slightest  by 
the  offensive  output  of  Coach 
Stan  Watts’  team.  The  BYU  fast- 
break  offense  shows  a 66.3  point 
per  game  average,  a poor  mark 
for  a team  that  plays  an  offens- 
ively stressed  game. 

STRONG  POINTS  for  the 
Cougars  have  been,  as  expected, 
Dave  Eastis  at  center  who  leads 
the  team  with  a 16  point  average 
and  guard  Gary  Earnest  who  has 
maintained  a 15  point  per  con- 
test mark.  Outside  of  this  vet- 
eran duo  Watts  hasn’t  been  able 
to  get  much  scoring  punch  from 
the  other  team  members.  Togeth- 
er Eastis  and  Earnest  account  for 
about  half  of  the  team’s  offensive 
output. 

LACK  OF  DEPTH  has  hurt 
both  clubs  and  will  be  a real 
deterrent  in  their  conference 
showings.  BYU  has  a lot  of  play^ 
ers  of  near  equal  ability,  who 
haven’t  been  able  to  carry  their 
share  of  the  load  along  with
